NEWS FROM AFRICA. 


REPORT OF AN EXPLORER IN 
ABYSSINIA. 


A River Runs Under a Mountain, 
Forming a Magnificent Subter- 
ranean Passage Through ~—~

‘River, near Somoltand “He relates the 


details of bis encounter with Dodjas Wada 
Gubbra, an Abyssinian ruler, who had ex- 
terminated or enslaved the native Gallas. 
and who prevented Dr. Smith and his party 
from proceeding. The doctor writes: 
“Wada Gubbra proved himself to be 
one of the funniest and wittiest old men 
imagimable. His wife and daughter and 
principal female slaves had their eye- 


tooed in blue ink over their eyes. They 
do not cook their meat, but eat it im- 
mediately after the animal is killed. They 
always conceal their faces when eating or 
drinking, and the sight of a lot of Abys- 
sinians squatted about a dead bullock, 
with their cloaks thrown completely 
over their heads, is very amus- 
ing. They have many curious customs. 
Such a thing as morality 

among them. They seem to de- 
light in cruelly treating their slaves. I 
have frequently seen young girls kicked 
and beaten for quite trifling offenses. We 
made a rich discovery on our way south. 
I had heard of a river that ran under a 
mountain where the great god of the 
Gallas, Waco, had carved a place for him-’ 
self. As we were not far from it Mr. 
Gilbert and I made am excuse that we 
wished to shoot elephants which abounded 
there. We made a hard push and, to our 
surprise, discovered the most beautiful 
subt passage it would be possible 
to imagine. A large tributary cf the 
River Juba had carved a way for itself 
throvgh a mountain a mile in length. On 
the other side of the stream were vaulted 
chambers from 125 to 150 feet high and 
supported on massive columns. The 
columns were most ornamentally carved 
by the waters and many formed 
long arched passages. The mountain 
was hollowed out a great distance on the 
other side of the stream, which I have 
named the ‘Cave of Windlawn.’ The 
great part of our journey has been through 
the richest country, from an agricultural 
point of view, I have ever seen, and the 
climate would suit an European farmer 
exactly. There are signs of much previous 
cultivation. but little land is cultivated at 


ited there are at least six that are with- 
out owners. 

All about these villages there are large 
areas that were highly cultivated five 
years ago and even more recently before 
the Abyssinians’ grab grabbed the land 
and slaughtered the natives. We have a 
long journey before us and it will prob- 
ably be several months before we reach 
Lake Rudolph.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—A storm of 
financial debate swept over the Senate 
today, exceeding in intensity any dis- 
cussion in the upper branch of Congress 
for many days. It was brought on by 
Mr. Hill's advocacy of his resolution defin- 
ing the policy of the government for 
bi-metallism and for paying its obligations 
in the best money in use. The New 
York Senator spoke with his usual vigor, 
end was closely followed in his plea for 
sustaining the national credit by a declara- 
tion of policy to the world. 
But Mr. Hill’s speech was merely the 
warning note of the storm. He was fol- 
lowed by Mr. Wolcott of Colorado, Mr. 
Lodge cf Massachusetts, and later by Mr. 
Teller of Colorado, in the most scath-

e@aiministration for its recent bond con- 
tract with the Rothschilds and other for- 
eign bankers. 

Mr. Wolcott made a direct and personal 
critio'sm of the President. 

Mr. Lodge was more temperate, but 
quite: as severe in his personal arraign- 
ment of the President,. declaring the re- 
cont bend contract was the blackest act 
in the history of American finance. 

Mr. Teller added to the flood of criti-

Me. Hill replied briefly and with spirit.

Rates for Water Service. 
COMMUNICATION FROM THE COM- 
PANY TO THE CITY COUNCIL. 

The Los Angeles City Water Company, 
rough S. H. Mod. its secretary, has 
fied a communicaticn to the City’ Counc‘! 
"hich reads as follows: : 

“Gen Jemen : While we have always 
med and still claim that the city of 

Angeles has no right to establish 
ier rates lower than the ones which 
were estabiished at the time of the enter- 
itm into of the contract between our com- 
aud the city, vet, realizing the fact 
that the Council has for years fixed other 
ier rates than those, and presumably 
upon the statements which we have filed 
each year showing the amount of receipes 

expenditures of our company, we now 

re. in addition to the statement which 
we have filed in the office of the City 
Clerk, showing such receipts and expendi- 
ures for the past year, to call your 
momorable body's attention to some ad- 
aal expenditures which we will be 
Gailed upon to make within the coming 
veer. As is well known, the growth of 
ihe city has been so phenomenal thet 
our company has been hardly able to keep 
up with the requirements of the newly- 
Geveloped territories for water, and in or- 
Ger to give the territory in the south- 
wer part of the city the water facilities 
Which it requires, and also as well to give

money will not materially imcrease ‘he 

number of our consumers, but will caty 

give them better facibities. Tou also 
water 


know tha. tite service uptn 
the hills up to the time thet we 
bought the city plant was mirerable, 


and that we hove spent a large amcunt 
of money, not only for new pipes and res Tr. 
voirs, but in a pumping plant and we now 
supply the hill district with pure water. 
All of these expenditu have not been 
the means of increasing the number of 
comenumers, but merely to better supply 
those who are now using water. While you 
have each vear somewhat reduce i the rates 
and to a point below which we think they 
should be reduced in order to give us a 
fair rate of interest upon the investment 
after deducting the operating expenses, 
vet. assuming that the rates, which you 
have fixed for the last few years, have be n 
based upon our receipts and expenditures, 
as well as the cost of operating the works, 
it necessarily follows that our having been 
compelled to expend from $250,000 to $300,- 
000 in order to better serve our patrons, 
that we are entitled to receive interest 
upon such investment, as well as the ad- 
ditional cost of operating the same. 
“The Supreme Court of this State, in 
the case of the Spring Valley Water Com- 
pany of San Francisco, heid that the Su- 
pervisors had no right to arbitrarily fix 
water rates, but that they must be based 
upon the cost of the plant, the wear and 
tear, expenditures, and maintaining the 
same, and sufficient to give a fair rate of 
interest upon the investment. That is all 
that we wish, and feeling that the rates 
which were adopted last year are wholly 
insufficient to accomplish that purpose,’ we 
herewith submit an ordinance making a 
few increases of the different rates to com- 
pensate us for the additional outlay 
which we have been compelled to make. 
One rate we wish particularly to call 
vour attention to is the rate for sprinkling. 
We have had numerous complaints from 
parties ‘who own small places having 
fifty feet frontage with a lawn ex- 
tending back only ten or fifteen fect, 
that they are compelled, under the or- 
dinance of last year, to pay as much for 
sprinkling as the man who has a lawn 
of fifty feet frontage, which is 150 feet 
deep. This is evidently an injustice and 
one which we think should be corrected, 
not only for the benefit of the small con- 
sumers. but for ourselves, and we sug- 
gest that you rate it by the square yard, 
which would be just to all and in the or- 
dinance fix that rate at 2 cents per square 
vatd. which will not make the cost to the 
small consumer any more than now, but 
will .increase the cost upon the large 
lawns. 
“Believing that you desire to fix the 
water rates not arbitrarily, but upon a 
basis which would be fair to the consumer 
as well as to ourselves, and that you in- 
tend to take into consideration the cost 
of the plant, as well as the expenditures 
and the cost of maintenance, we trust that 
the accompanying ordinance may be found 
satisfactory and be passed.”’ 
Accompanying the communication is a 
draft of the proposed ordinance fixing 


private purposes for the yéar commencing 
July 1, 1895. The ordinance is drawn 
in the form in which the company asks 
the Council that it be passed. The changes 
from the monthly rates fixed in the ordi- 
nance now in force are as follows: 

For every tenement or dwelling-house 
of not exceeding three living rocms, oc- 
cupied by a single family—raised from 
65 to.75 cents.

tar to the city the longer the matter 
of a contract is discussed. Further 
consideration of the matter by the peo- 
nile is thought to be wise before any 
decision is arrived at, but if bribery is 
at work,.as it evidently is, no man can 
tall what the people will be led into.

A SURGICAL MYSTERY. 


MR. MILLS’S CASE A PUZZLE TO 
THE PHYSICIANS. . 


His Eyes Removed, but the Cause of 
the Trouble Remains Unknown. 
The Patient Gradually 

Improving. 


S. G. Mills continues to be @ surgical 
mystery. His eyes, from which all sense 
of sight had vanished, were removed Fri- 
day afternoon, and the operation was 
borne bravely by the patient. Since then 
his physical condition has improved, and

dy scientific rule, a rupture of the orbital 


artery. In the left orbital cavity blood 
only was found that had flowed im. Inas- 
much as the coagulated blood had effi- 
ciently stopped the flow of blood from 
jis source—whether from artery or. from 
anywhere else—and the tissue in the orbi- 
tal cavities was mot disturbed, it is yet a 


debatable question whether the injuries 


of Mr. Mils resulted from an aneurism 
of the * artery, whether it was a 
rupture of some vessel of, comparatively 
speaking, minor importance, but compli- 
cated by the involuntary action, of the 
patient himself in pressing forcibly behind 
the eyeballs in an effort to deaden the 
pain be was suffering, or whether the in- 
jury, whatever it may have been, took 
place in the orbital or cranial cavities. 

These are questions which will ord op- 
portunity for the medical men to argue 
about, but it now seems reasonably cer- 
tain that no definite conclusions will be 
reached, albeit the organs of vision. when 
removed, were carefully preserved and 
will be submitted to microscopical cal exami- 
nation.

In the late eighties two of us started 
from Groesbeeck, near the geographical 
center of Texas, on a hunting trip through 
the Indian Territory and into the Pan- 
handle. 

The Panhandle is a part of the Lone Star 
State that runs up between Indian Terri- 
tory and New Mexico. It is not so much 
of a “handle” now, since Texas thas 
gained her point and taken from Indian 
Territory Greer county—an almost square 
section of country about the size of the 
State of Maine. 

This piece of territory Texas claimed 
as hers because of a fork of the Red River 
running north of it. The national gov- 
ernment claimed it belonged to the Co- 
manche Indians, the question of dispute 
being as to whether the north or south 
fork of the Red River was the boundary 
designated by Mexico when she acknowl- 
edged, the independence of Texas. 

Texas being an independent republic 
when she came into the Union, kept all 
her lands. From this it will be seen 
that when che national government claimed 
this land and the State also claimed it, 
there was considerable friction. 

This state of affairs aused the Indians 
to very troublesome to the set- 
tlers, they being made bold by the Fed- 
eral troops countenancing their acts in 
attempting to drive the settlers from Greer 
county. The troops ‘themselves would 
come through the county about twice a 
year and burn the shanties and escort 
the people across the border into Texas. 
All this ts changed now, and with a 
railroad running through the county it is 
one of. the most beautiful and prosperous 
ones belonging to the State. 

We heard of the troubles and that there 


we concluded to go up and see what was 
going on. 

On the Texas side of [ed River we 
stopped at a general merchandise store. 
Here you could get almost anything from 
a paper of pins to a pair of ponies. This 
place was a rendezvous for cowboys, In- 
dians and settlers of Greer county. Here 
the people for a hundred miles around 
got thelr mail and changed gossip of 
the country. Incidentally a little whisky 
was drunk and just a little poker played. 
| We did not stop at the place, but while 
there we were introduced to the chief of 
the Comanches—a iight-colored Indian, 
dressed in an immaculate suit of broad- 
cloth, white shirt, necktiv, etc. He had 
no arms, apparently, but a closer inspec- 
tion showed ithe outlines of two Colt’s six- 
shcoters under his coat. 

He wes said to be an extraordinarily 
good poker player, particularly w he 
had a number of his tribe at his back, 
and orly one or two white men present. 
We did not test bis ability in that direc- 
tion. 
Two days’ travel brought us to Draw 
Springs, which was about the cénter of the 
disputed territory. : 

They said that the soldiers had made 
one of their raids only a short time be- 
fore, so that we had nothing to fear from 
them 


The leader of this embryo colony was a 
man named Sweet, a surveyor. He re- 
ceived us very kindly, and told us where to 
camp, as late at night as it was when we 


make a long day’s drive in order to reach 
water, although we had been in sight of 
the niver all day: The water in the stream 
along there is almost as salty as ocean 
water, and this, having a taste of gyp- 
sum, also made it too disagreeable for 
man, and almost so for cattle. It was 
said, however; that after cattle once be- 
came used to it they would go miles for a 


drink of it. 

Next morning, while eating breakfast 
around our campfire—we had camped with 
two brothers, making four of us in the 
party—we noticed a jack rabbit making a 
half circle some little dietance away. 

He gradually got nearer, and we could 
see two coyotes dodging along in the grass 
after him. One would follow directly on 
the rabbit’s trail as hard as it could go 
until the poor thing had to turn, and then 
the other would take up the chase. 

By this means they had almost run the 
jack down. He kept getting nearer us un- 
til within a hundred yards, when he ma 
a straight shoot for our fire. . 

No one moved or said a word, as we 
were too much astonished and in 
in the chase, and the rabbit ran between 
us, jumped over the fire, and went off in 
an opposite direction to where he had left

When he cleared the fire, we ‘all made 
a rush for the guns, which were in the 
wagons not more than twenty feet away. 

Before we could get them, the coyotes 
had turned tail and were at least a hun- 
dred yards away.

These are as clean as the 
best work of a Chinese laundry, and they

The 
markets of Seoul are very good, and all 
kinds cf fish, vegetables and meats are 
peddled out by these queer people Game 
is plenty, and both the beef and the 
venison are good. The people are early 
risers, and the best time to market m 
Secul is between 5 and 6 a.m. Two hours 
later the stands are all cleared away, and 
you have to rely con the retail stores or 
Kittle shops scattered all over the city. The 
market scenes are interesting. You see 
pempous swells in long gowns and high 
hats, poor women by hundreds, with green 
cloaks over their heads, and boys by scores 
carrying all kinds of vegetables and wages. 
There are servants in livery and coolies, 
with hats as big as umbrellas. There are 
bullock carts and porters, merchants and 
slaves, all pushing and fighfing over the 
things they are buying. e market is 
near the big south gate of the city, and 
there are thousands here every market 
morning.

Here and there over the country I saw 
rude machinery of one kind and another.

LINCOLN ASPIRES TO A UNITED

The path to enduring political distinction 
is usually beset by wearying labor and 
harassing disappointments, and Mr. Lin- 
coln was destined to suffer his full share 
of both. After his retirement from Con- 
gress, while there always remained the 
certainty that he would be called on to

The 
zeal, the courage, the ability with which 
he took up the new debate at once gave 
him leadership in his State. When unex- 
pectedly the anti-slavery opposition gained 
a majority in the Illinois Legislature in 
the November elections of 1854, there 
seemed to a chance that his talents 
and servi might be suitably rewarded, 
and withott: any mock modesty he asked 
his personal friends among the Whig mem- 
bers-elect for their support.

LINCOLN’S OWN ACCOUNT OF HIS DE- 
FEAT FOR SENATOR. 


SPRINGFIELD, Feb. 9, 1855. 

Hon. E. B. Washburne—-My Dear Sir: The 
agony is over at last, and the result you 
doubtless know. I write this vnly to give 
you some particulars to exviain what 
might appear difficult of understanding. 
I began with forty-four votes, Shields 
forty-ene, and Trumbull five; yet Trumbull 
was elected. In fact, forty-seven different 
members voted for me, getting three new 
ones on the second ballot, and losing four 
old ones. How came my forty-seven to 
yield to Trumbull’s ‘five? ft was Gov. 
Matteson's k. He has been secretly 
a candidate ever since (before, even) the 
fall election. All the members round about | 
the canal were anti-Nebraska, but were 
nevertheless nearly all Democrats and old 
personal.friends of his, His plan was to 
privately impress them with the belief 
that he was as good anti-Nebraska as any 
one else—at least could be secured to be 
so by instructions, which could be easily 
passed. In this way he got from four to 
six of that sort of men to really prefer his 
election to that of any other man—all sub 
rosa, of course. One notable instance of 
this sort was with Mr. Strunk of Kanka- 
kee. At the beginning of the session he 
came, a volunteer, to tell me he was for 
me, and would walk a hundred miles to 
elect me; but lo! it was not long before 


me the first few ballots, and then for Gov. 
Matteson. 

The Nebraska men, of course, were not 
for Matteson; but when they found they 
could elect no avowed Nebraska man, they 
tardilx determined to let him get whom-

it gave Matteson than enough to 
elect him. We saw into it plainly ten 
days ago, but with every e effort 
could not head it off. All that remained 
of the anti-Nebraska foroe, excepting Judd, 
Cook, Palmer, Baker and Allen of Madison, 
and two or three of the secret Matteson 
men, would go into caucus, and I could get 
the nomination of that caucus. But the 
three Senators and one of the two Repre- 
sentatives above named could never vote 
for a Whig,” and this incensed some 
twenty Whigs to think“ they would never 
vote for the man of the five. So we stood, 
and so we went into the fight yesterday— 
the Nebraska men very confident of the 
election of Matteson, though denying that 
he was a candidate, and we very much be- 
lieving also that they would elect him. 
But they wanted first to make a show of 
good faith to Shields by voting for him a 
few times, and our secret Matteson men 
also wanted to make a show of good faith 
by voting with us a few times. 80 
we led off. On the seventh ballot, I 
think, the signal was given to the 
Nebraska men to turn to Matt which 
they acted on to a man, with on excep- 
tion, my old: friend Strunk going with 
i 44 votes. Néxt ballot 
the remai ebraska man and one pre- 
tended anti went over to him, giving him 
46; the next, still another, giving him 47, 
wanting only 3 of an election. In the 
meantime our friends, with a view of de- 
taining our expected bolters, had been 
turning from me to Trumbull till he had 
risen to 35, and I had been reduced to 15. 
These would never desert me, except by 
my direction; but I became satisfied ‘that 
if we could prevent Matteson's election one 
or two ballots’ more we could not possibly 
do 60 a single ballot after my friends 
should begin to return to me from Trum- 
dull. So I determined to strike at once, 
and accordingly advised my remaining 
friends to go for him, which they did, and 
elected im on the tenth ballot. 
Such is the way the thing was done, 
I think you would have done tthe same 
under the circumstances; though Judge 
Davis, who came down this morning, de- 
clares he never would have consented to 
e forty-severnamen being controlled by 
five. I regret my defeat moderately, 
but I am not nervous about it. I could 
have headed off every combination and 
been elected, had it not been for Mat- 
teson’s double game—and his defeat now 
gives me more pleasure than my own 
ves me pain. On che whole, dt is perhaps 
as weil for our general cause that Trum- 
bull is elected. The Nebraska men con- 
fess that they hate it worse than anything 
that could have happened. It is a great 
consolation to see them worse whipped 
than I am. I tell them it is their own 
fault; that ‘they had abundant’ oppor- 
tunity to choose between him and me, 
which ‘they declined, and instead forced it 
on me to decide between him and Matte- 
son. 
With my grateful acknowledgments for 
the kind, active, and continued interest 


and for the cause. By the 
unwritten law of party affiliation, party 
faith and party fairness, he now had a 
valid claim for the next chance. His de- 
feat as a Whig made easier the final dis- 
solution of the Whig organization in Mli- 
mos, as Trumbull’s electron made certain 
and permanent the disruption of the Demo- 
cratic organization in the State on the 
slavery issue.

Two years afterward came the memore- 
ble Illinois Senatorial campaign of 1858, 
of which the famous Lincoln-Dougias joint 
debates were the central points of inter- 
est. It is hardly necessary to restate the 
incidents of that-contest of intellect and 
physical endurance; it involved the na- 
tional destiny, and has become national 
history rather than a passage of State 
or personal politics. The November elec- 
tion of that year gave Lincoln a triumph 
in the popular vote, but yielded Douglas, 
through the unequal apportionment, a vic- 
torious re-election to the Senate. Under 
this, fourth serfous defeat for the 
honors of office, Lincoln’s brave words 
of party courage and faith deserve per- 
petual remembrance.

THE TORRENS SYSTEM. 


Through tracts that were sold by the 
city outside of the Ord survey the streets 
of this suryey were extended west and 
south, It has heretofore been explained 
how the subdivisions of these tracts as 
they were sold to purchasers would not fit 
the ground. Irregularities in the location 
of the streets also exist here. If First 
street as in the Ord surrey is continued 
through the Mott tract, its Igcation at 
Pearl street will be nearly its own width 
north of where it is at present. With First 
street as it is now in use the north line 
of the Mott tract extends beyond the cen- 
ter line of Temple street. By a recent de- 
cree of court reforming the deed to the 
Mott tract, the city retains the streets 
and alleys in that tract as originally laid 


city as streets portions of blocks in the 
Mott tract that are now occupied by pri- 
vate individuals, in making their ‘subdi- 
visions purchasers of portions ot the Mott 
tract, as well as the Ord survey, included 
more land than their deeds called for and 
thus took possession of portions of the 
streets. On a conservative estimate there 
is an area in the Ord survey and the Moit 
tract equal to thirty lots of 60x165 feet 
each, which properly belongs to the city, 
but which is now in the possession of pri- 
vate individuals. The court decree re- 
ferred to puts the title to a portion ot the 
lots on the east side of streets in the Mott 
tract back in the city and still ‘eaves the 
possession of nearly an equal width on the 
west side of the streets in the city, thus 
sou a 1 

to 125 feet wide. 

A few years ago the city had an official 
map made of First streat, between Main 
and Pearl, which shows a deflection to the 
south. between Broadway and Pearl, the 
angle of deflection being about 36 minutes, 
By the original survey the lines of First 
street should be straight lines. The cause 
of this change in thd direction of First 
street is this: A few years ago a suryeyor 
and searcher of records purchased a lot 
on Court street. In making a survey to. 
determine its location they began at a 
corner of Sixth street, assuming it to be a 
properly- located corner, and measured 
from that corner to the subject of their 
purchase, giving to each block and street 
its proper recorded size and width. When 
they reached the lot they had bought they 
had an excess of twenty feet. They took 
a deed for 60x165 feet and took on 
of 80x165 feet. The effect of this was to 
force First street twenty feet south of its 
ori location. It, in determining the 
location of their lot, they had begun at the 
supposed north boundary of the Mott tract, 
instead of finding an excess they would 
have found a deficiency of. sixteen feet, 
and would have had to force First street 
that distance of its original location 
in order to get a width of sixty feet for, 
their lot. 

In 1853 Henry Hancock was employed 
by the city to subdivide over thirty-séven 
thousand acres lying south of Pico street 


and extending miles west by two and 
a half miles N and as far east as the 
Los Angeles RI „into thirty-five-acre 
tracts. Haneock made a map of this sur- 


vey on the same scale as the Ord map, 
and insertet the Ord map in the center, 
Hancock also made a survey of the four 
square leagues patented to thé city, meas- 
uring a league each way from the center 
of the Plaza. It has already been told 
how the Ord map was mutilated with a 
pair of scissors, when it became known 


it was reduced from gixteen square 
leagues to four square leagues. Lecou- 
vereur reviewed the Hancock survey, aud 
found that the east and west lines of the 
city did not correspond with the present 
boundaries. Six official surveys have since 
been made of the west boundary of the 
city, between which there is a difference 
of eight chains, or 528 feet.

The dotted lines represent the center 
lines of the streets as located in the Ord 
survey. The solid lines represent the cen- 
ter lines of the streets, as they are now in 
use. The figures show the sizes of the 
blocks as they now are upon the ground, 
the figures expressing distances between 
centers of streets. It will be seen that 
all of the streets are out of place, and 
that all of the blocks contain more land 
than was deeded by the city. The center 
lines of the streets in use ought to co- 
incide with the dotted lines of the plat, 
and the size of the blocks, measuring 
from street center to street center, ought 
to be 410x660 feet. But the sizes of the 
blocks vary from 339.40x659.20 feet to 
415.91x666.40 feet, and the blocks are not 
always uniform in width or length. 

Three causes have contributed to pro- 
duce these results: The indifference of the 
city authorities as to the city’s property 
rights and the keeping of the streets in the 
proper place, the carelessness of surveyors 
and thé indisposition of purchasers from 
the city to pay for proper surveys. If

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THE CITRUS FAIR. 


The citrus fair which is to be held in 
Los Angeles, commencing on the 28th 
inst., promises to be the most impor- 
tant and attractive exposition of that 


kind that has yet been held in this 


section, or indeed in the United States. 
For two years past the southern citrus 
fair has been held outside of this city, 
and an impression has got abroad that 
the people of Los Angeles do not sup- 
port these fairs. This statement. we 


believe, will be shown to be entirely 


unfounded when the fair opens at the 
end of this month. It will pen under 
most encouraging auspices. The en- 
terprising business men of Los Angeles 
at once and without any hesitation 
made up the necessary guarantee fund. 
There was no special solicitation and 
the necessary amount could doubtless 
have been covered twice over. This 


is largely due to the manner in which 


these fairs have been conducted in the 
past, they having always paid expen- 
ses when held in this city, and as a 
rule have left a little surplus, which 
has always been utilized for some good 
purpose.

Such a combination of opinions frem 
men who are informed on the subjects 
of which they write or speak cannot 
fail to prove of, great benefit to the lu- 
“dustry. The displays of oranges this 
yéar will be largely made throuch the 
exchanges, and this will give growers 
and the public a good opportunity to 
examine the manner in which these 
institutions handle the fruit, grade it, 
etc. 

In order to pay expenses a citrus 
fair must attract large numbers of the 
Leneral public, in addition to orange- 


it is necessary to present something 
besides a mere array of fruit on plates. 
Some of the growers in previous years 
have argued that this is all that is 
necessary, but if such a programme 
were carried out the management 
would find itself with a heavy deficit 
and the citrus fair would soon become 
a thing of the past. 

The esthetic side of the fair will this 
year be one of the strongest features. 
The large hall will be decorated in a 
most complete and original manner 
and one of the best bands in the coun- 
try is coming from San Francisco to 
render a carefully prepared selection 
of popular and classical music during 
the afternoons and evenings. 

‘Ibe gentlemen who have the man- 
agement of this enterprise in charge 
are working very hard to make tt a 
Success in every way and their efuriv 
should receive encouragement from the 
people of Los Angeles, who are so di- 
rectly interested in the prosperity cf 
the citrus industry. Above all, in a

cess, they should stand in as one man 
and do their utmost to further this 
enterprise by sending the most com- 
plete display of citrus fruits that has 
ever been on exhibition in the United 
States.

THE DISPOSITION OF WEALTH. 


The recent bold theft of the will of 
James G. Fair and the decision of his 
children to contest that will after it 
had, as Fair supposed. been sur- 
rounded with every possible precau- 
tion so as to make a contest impossi- 
ble, once more brings up a question 
upon which we touched some time ago, 
as to why wealthy men will continue 
to postpone the disposition of their es- 
tates until after they are dead, when 
in so many cases they then become a 
source of acrimonious strife among 
the heirs and lead to prolonged litiga- 
tion, the result of which is profitable 
only to the lawyers. Now it might be 
supposed that a man like Fair, who 
was specially anxious to dispose of his 
great wealth in a certain manner, 
would not have waited until his death, 
but as the time drew on when he could 
not expect to live many years longer. 
after setting aside a sufficient amount 
to insure him a competence for the rest 
of his days, would have divided the 
balance of his estate to suit himself, 
becoming, in fact, his own administra- 
tor. In this manner the chance of a 
dispute over the provisions of a will 
is obviated and at the same time the 
capitalist may enjoy the pleasure of 
seeing his property distributed in ac- 
cordance with his own ideas of what 
is right, and just, and proper. Especi- 
ally does such a course appear natural 
and desirable where a person intends 
to leave large amounts of money to 
charitable purposes. The would-be 
donor has usually formed very pro- 
nounced views on the merits of cer- 
tain phases of philanthropy. He has 
formed a good general idea of the man- 
ner in which he wishes to bestow his 
money. In nine cases out of ten, how- 
ever, he waits until he dies before let- 
ting go of that money, and then places 
it in the hands of executors who may 
or may not take an active interest in 
the objects to which it is devoted. 
Even supposing that these men are per- 
fectly honest, it cannot be expected 
that as a rule they should take so in- 
telligent and active an interest in the 
disposition of the money as the man 
who accumulated that money during 
years of toil. : | 

In default of any better reason it 
must be supposed that the average 
large capitalist is loth to let any of the 
fortune which he has accumulated pass 
out of his hands until he leaves this 
mortal scene and is forced to leave his 
possessions behind him. This, how- 
ever, is a low-level view of the Ameri- 
can capitalist. There have been a good 
many creditable exceptions to the rule 
among men of wealth in this country, 
and we may hope that in years to come 
there may be still more. When mil- 
lionaires realize that they are to a cer- 
tain extent custodians of the large 
amount of money which the beneficent 
laws of the country in which they live 
have permitted them to acquire, we. 
shall see a more intelligent disposition 
of such wealth and there will be less 
harsh criticism of wealthy men simply 
because they have acquired more prop- 
erty than a majority of their fellow- 
citizens. 


THE HAWAIIAN REBELS. 


It is well to take with several grains 
of allowance the reports which the San 
Francisco Call claims to have received 
from Honolulu, alleging barbarous 
treatment, by the government, of cer- 
tain persons charged with treason. The 
Dole government is composed of men 
no whit less enlightened and humane 
than those at the head of our own gov- 
ernment, and it is highly improbable 
that they have resorted to, or will re- 
sort to, the methods of barbarism in 
their treatment of the rebels. 

Any American citizen who has en- 
gaged in an attempt to overthrow the 
Hawaiian government has thereby for- 
feited his right to the protection of his 
home government, and Messrs. Gres- 
ham and Cleveland would better go 
slow in the matter of violating their 
oft-declared. policy of non-interference 
in Hawaiian affairs. Hawaii is no less 
a sovereign power because she is weak 
in numbers and small in territorial ex- 
tent. She is quite able to deal properly 
with the rebels who recently sought by 
force of arms and dynamite to over- 
throw ‘the government. / 

If any American citizens, or British 
subjects, or subjects of any other na- 
tionality have been or shall hereafter 
be convicted of treason after a fair 
trial, no outside power has a right to 
prevent their execution, or their pun- 
ishment in any other manner which 
the Hawaiian government shall deem 


proper, It. i the duty of other gov-

If Ger- 
many, England, France and the United 
States would agree upon a ratio be- 
tween silver and;gold, with a Single 


métal, the silver problem would be 
solved. These great nations can reha- 
bilitate silver by united action, if they 
choose. The result of restoring silver 
to its rightful place as a coin-metal 
would be of incalculable benefit to the 
commerce and industries of all na- 
tions, and especially to the United 
States. As Germany took a leading 


tive in its restoration. 


A prominent foreigner who has re- 
cently written about our national 
shortcomings puts selfishness at the 
head of the list, and declares that this 
national trait is most conspicuous in 
the West.

foolish as the child who beats a chair 
over which he has stumbled. 

Probably all that is paid in for the use 
of money over 2 or 3 per cent. is an in- 
surance against loss. The line may not 
be drawn exactly, but in a general way, 
all that one borrower pays more than is 
paid by the borrower who can give what 
comes nearest to absolute security is paid 
because of the greater risk in lending to 
him. Interest is very low where there is 
substantially no doubt about the pay- 
mem of interest and the repayment of 
principal in the same kind of money as 
that loaned. Bonds so expressed and 
offered by political or commercial cor- 
porations whose means are not in doubt 
are readily sold on favorable terms, be- 
cause the buyer feels sure and safe; he 
exacts little as insurance; he knows that 
he can sell to others what he has bought. 
It is, therefore, elementary wisdom for the 
Territory of Arizona or the United States 
of America to borrow on gold bonds; if

A Savory Chicken Pie.—To make a 
nice savory chicken potpie, take a 
medium-size fowl and cut it as if for 
fricasseeing, put in a large stewpan, 
cut a small onion in very thin slices and 
put it in the pan with tthe chicken, season 
well with salt and three or four crushed 
pepper corns. Cover with cold water and 
set on a slow fire. If the chicken is not 
fat add a little sweet butter or a few 
dicés of larding pork. Let the chicken 
cook slowly till tender, then make the 
dumplings. The following is Mrs. Charles 
Rohde’s recipe for dumplings, which 
never get heavy: To one quart of sifted 
flour add three heaping teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder and a half a teaspoonful of 
salt. Mix these ingredients well with the 
fiour, add a heaping teaspoonful of butter, 
which should be worked into the flour 
with the hands. When this is done add 
enough ice-cold water to make a very 
light dough. Flour the pastry board, roll 
the dough out three-quarters of an inch 
thick, cut in square or round shapes, lay 


the dumplings in a dripping pan half an N 


inch apart, cover with gravy from the 
chicken, stand in a quick oven and bake 
till done. Remove the chicken from the 
stewpan, lay the pleces nicely on a hot 
platter, thicken the gravy, put the dump- 
lings on platter around the chicken, 
sprinkle some finely chopped parsely over 
it, then pour the gravy over all. Dump- 
lings cooked in this way will not brown 
and will remain light as a feather for 
hours. 

The above will be found very appetizing, 
and after eating dumplings made in this 
manner, you will not de satisfied with 
any others.

Her father was a bank 
president, and served with distinction in 
both branches of the Kentucky Legisia- 
ture.

Three Bits of Domestie Knowledge

Pistachio nuts salted are so expensive an 
item, but such a picturesque addition to 
the table that one should learn how to 
prepare them at home.

Over this drawing lay a piece of thin 
architect’s tracing cloth, and with a pen 
and water-proof ink, trace all the lines. 

To transfer this drawing to the body 
material, lay on the goods, face down, a 
piece of black or blue transfer paper, and 
over it the tracing, then, with a sharp 
point, such as the end of a crochet-needle, 
that will mot cut the tracing-cloth, go 
over all the lines. : 

Having transferred one quarter success- 
fully, reproduce the others in a similar 
manner until the complete design is car- 
ried out. 

To work the design use filo floss silk, 
which is very desirable for this class of 
work, and may he had in all colors and 
shades. 

A pretty scheme for this center piece is 
to work the flowers in apple-green, the 
stem in a light brown, and the ribbons in 
a shade or two of pink. N 

This design will look well worked in a 
light shade of any color on white linen. 

Another of the illustrations suggests an 
attractive design for a round center piece 
in the Renaissance style, and as the lines 
are quite open, it can be worked very sat- 
isfactorily in outline stitch. 

Light pink and green are pretty colors 
with which to carry out this design, the 


pink for the thin line scrolls that jut out 
from the main circle. A pretty result may 
be obtained with this design by marking 
the stitches heavier near the main rib, 
and carrying the finer near the ends of 
the leaves, and in this way a more deli- 
cate feeling is produced than if the lines 
were all worked of uniform width. 

The suggestion for a pretty doyly in the 
Louis XV style fs shown in the large 
illustration.

Greater op- 
portunity for deception is afforded in 
ground materials, so that to use coffee 
in the bean may save some trouble. Be- 
cause it is used as an antidote for certain 
poisons, adulterations should be a penal 
offense. 

Chocolate, being a manufactured article, 
affords excellent means of fraud. The best

mixed with water. One danger in pure (7) 
white flour is the alum used to whiten. Un- 
doctored flour is not perfectly white; and 
housekeepers would send a purer bread to 
the table if they were willing to forego the 
whiteness and take a flour of natural color.

general disorder of the stomach. Carbon- 


ate of soda is largely used to doctor a low 
grade of flour. Obviously, the fewer chem-

Here our only resort for outwitting such 
practices is to supply the kitchen with a 
spice mill, purchase the whole berries or 
beans, and refuse to feed the family on 
indigestible chips dr‘ husks. No wonder 
our sinapisms don’t burn when a half of 
the pure mustard is made up of wheat, 
hulls, rice, '‘tumeric and the like. An 
authority assures us that sugar is gener- 
ally pure. Rigid inspection prevents 
frauds formerly practiced. 
The canning of goods has been vastly im- 
proved of late years through the energy of 
the chemists of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, under Dr. Wiley. So much adultera- 
tion and preserving elements were used 
ithat every bulletin showed almost univer- 
sal sophistication. Poison from lead tops 
is now almost wholly avoided, while a 
purer tin is used for the cans. The sul- 
phurous and salicylic acids for insuring 
preservation are more carefully used, at 
least on this side of the Atlantic, France 
being the greatest offender for many years. 

The magnitude cf the canning trade 
makes it imperative that housekeepers 
should examine all such food before being 

nsu 
“ _ should hold its contents after 
being opened. The air immediately begins 
the chemical action upon the tin, the fer- 
mentation and putrefaction sets in immedi- 
ately. Lead tops should de refused. A 
good, pure flavor should alone be noticed 
upon opening. Tin cans should not look 
dull and leady. This would show a 
article, more lead than the law allows. 
Well-cooked brands are safest, as the more 
cooking is given a fruit or vegetable, the 
less likely salicylic acid has been employed 
as\a preservative.
